JULY STORM

HAIL BEGAN HERE

Chbservations of the United States
Weather Department Tell of
Storm Started Here

“Prebalily the miost  extensive se-
tic: of dapstreus thunderstorms and

Lalistorms that ever visited the plan-
tatlons ol Sou'h Carollnn oceured in
the upper Medmont of the state on
July 6-7, 1814,  These disturbances
werg Incident to a moderale haromet-
rie depression that appeared off the
siouth Atluatic eonst during the night
of July 4, und 5, and disappenred over
the Gulf of 5t, Lawrence by the morn-
Ing of the 9th.

The ecr:cs of kaflatorms appear to
Lave Legfin (n Anderson and Newber-
ry counties; the cconters of the dis-
turbances then advanced northward
over Laurens and Spartanburg coun-
ties and nstward over Cherokee coun-
ty, culminaticg in extreme violence
over an extensive area of York coun-
Ly, estimuted at 80 to 100 square miles,
of which approximately one hezlf was
planted to staple crops. 1In the latter
section the fall of hall continued ahout
one-hall heur, while in other portions
of the stricken district the time lmit
ranged from 10 to 20 minutes.

“The damage was cnused principally
by Immense quantities of hallstones
about the size of an ordinary mar-
ble. In Cherokec county there were
many stones ilie size of a genuine
#hlnea egg, while |n Spartanburg,
some stones as large as goose eggs
were reported. it might be well to
add, however, that such sizes as the
latter are very rare. The writer some
years ago was able to obtain gnme
immenge hailstones from two vio-
lent storms that occured In another
part of the country, and the measure-
ments of the two largest were from
9.26 to 9.50 inches in ¢ircumference.
Buch stones fall rather loosely, or
only here and there in scattered areas
and their construction shows much
more snow and conslderably less ice
than those of the smaller round,
gnarled types, and the demage is nevy-
€r so great from these as from the
smaller sizes which often fall in
countless numbers. .In York county,
in the heavy wash {uciuent 1o exces-
slve . rains, accumulations of hail
siones were boled hat nieasured Ia
depth from 2 to 4 iest in scma pock-
ets and many banks o! bail ar ice
were still visible until the late after-
noon of the Tth.

“Before reaching the vicinity of
greatest destruction, the storm
seemed to dip and rise after the man-
ner of a bounding tornado. In Laur-
ens, Spartanburg and Cherokee coun-
ties the paths -ranged in areas irom
1 to 6 miles and 2 by 6 miles to 2 to
8 miles, and in the first named county
there were two distiriciive hafl belts
ranging. from 2,500 to 8,500 acres in
extent. In York county the ares
ranged from 1 1-2 to 5 by 25 miles I
& broad belt extending from. Catawba,
8. C.. to nenr Stanloy, N. O, The
center of maximum €Nergy appears
to have been a few miles north of
Rock Hill.  In this sren the losses
of 34 planters was ebtimated at 94
ber cent of the planted crops, while
in adjoining areas the losves tuper off
to 9 per cent and thence down to b0
per cent or less in a region approxi-
mating 40,000 acres, controlled by 2.:
000 or more planters.

“Cultivation of damaged ficlds bo-
gan as seon as possible -after the
storms, but whére ~he cotton was
étrong in stalk or where corn was well
in ear, the plants that had been cut
to wi a few inchos of the ground
could not recover. - Coming in mid-
